DEATH OF A LASOAR—-THR OTHER TWO 
‘ SURVIVORS, 

The Douglas steamer Thales, which at- 
rived from the North this morning, brings 
no definite intelligence with regard to tho 
two survivors ‘of the Bokhtera anid to ho on 
‘one of tha Pescadorad a little to the South 
of the sceno of tho shipwrock. It ‘seems, 
fairly cortain that there are two men there! 
but whether they are Europeaus or Lascars 
it is most difficult-to gather from the 
stories of tha Qhineso fishermon. The 
Thaleson the way down sailed within hail of 
the lighthouss ‘on ‘the Posoadores in ordor 
to soo if any mdro survivors had been 
picked up, No signal was mide to her, how.
